ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 5.—(4)— 


Allied forces throwing Commando, 
claw-like pincers over the top of 
the Italian toe have seized Bag- 
nara, clamped a firm hold on a 
40-mile invasion arc from Melito 
to Bagnara, and taken more than 
2,000 prisoners. 

At least <0 coastal and inland 
towns and villages have been 
taken by Allied troops. 

Repeating the highly-successful 
American landing jumps along 
the Sicilian no coast, a big 
Commando fo captured Bag- 
nara 10 miles northeast of San 
Giovanni, and was joined by in- 
fantrymen speeding up the shores 
against still-feeble enemy resist- 
ance, Allied headquarters an- 
nounced today. 

Other Commandos landed at 
Melito, rounding the southern 
edge of the toe 15 miles below 
Reggio Calabria, but found that 
road junction already evacuated 
by the Italians. 

Under personal leadership of 
dashing Eighth Army Genera) Sir 
Bernard L. Montgomery. British 
and Canadian troops in the third 
day of invasion were fanning in 
both directions along the coast and 
plunging deeper inland on the toe, 
where the Axis might elect to 
stand in natural mountainous de- 


fenses. 
Near Palmi. 

An Algiers broadcast recorded 
in London by the Associated 
Press ‘said Allied troops were on 
the outskirts of Palmi, five miles 
beyond Bagnara. 

Italia, headquarters reported 
Allied armored units were knifing 
inland, and that “violent fighting 
is in progress in the area east of 
Bagnara and on the slopes of the 
Aspromonte (Bitter) mountains” 
inside the lower toe. 

“Between Palmi and Bagnara, 
the defending forces after having 
thrown the first British contingent 
back into the sea. had to with- 
draw from Bagnara,” the Italian 
communique said. 

The tremendous drubbing of 
Ttalian railroads by air attack has 
knocked out their usefulness to 
the Germans in any effort to rush 
large reinforcement armies into 
southern or central Italy. Allied 
headouarters announced. Recon- 
naissance showed the terrible de- 
struction of rail routes exceeded 
previous reports. 

U S Fiying Fortresses and 
long-range P-38 Lightnings heap- 
ed fresh destruction on airfields. 
railroads and highways in the 
Naples area yesterday and were 
followed up last night bv British 
Wellingtons. while RAF heavy 
bombers from the Middle East 
battered the Grottaglie airdrome 
near Taranto Friday nicht. 

Smash Assault. 

Other fleets of Allied planes 
emashed at enemy positions ahead 
of invasion troops. and broke up 
the first Italian attempt to harry 
the Allied ground troops. knock- 
ing down eight out of a force of 
20 fighter-bombers. Many more 
were damaged. 

The Italians, mostly Macchis, 
jettisoned their bombs and fled 
with the Spitfires pursuing in a 
battle “among the ravines and val- 
leys and very close to the ground,”

WITH THE BRITISH EIGHTH 
ARMY IN ITALY, Sept. 4.—(De- 
layed)—(4)—Astoundingly weak 
defenses on the foot of Italy per- 
mitted British Eighth Army 
scouts to thrust beyond the in- 
vasion bridgehead on Messina 
strait today without encountering 
more than stray machinegun fire 
or a few badly aimed shells. 

The British stopped shelling the 
cape yesterday when civilians 
waved white flags from the shore. 

The approach along the north 
coast to Scilla, fabled habitat of 
irresistible sirens, was defended 
at last reports by little more than 
one machinegun which Eighth 
Army veterans were capable of 
dealing with in short order. 

As yet the Eighth Army has en- 
countered no enemy demolitions 
of highway bridges and other vital 
facilities, nor has the enemy laid 
mines to cover his retreat. 

The British movement across 
the straits was carried out s0 
swiftly and untroubled by more 
than a flicker or two of enemy 
air action that this correspondent, 
who was left out of the assault 
party, was able to get his motor 
transport into Italy well ahead of 
schedule. nevertheless.

‘Sooner We Have Honorable 
Peace the Better,’ Rome Moans

LONDON, Sept. 5.—(4)— While 
Allied troops bit deeper into the 
mainiand of Italy, the Italians con- 
tinued their indirect peace pleas 
today in a gloomy Rome radio 
broadcast which said the “sooner 
we have an honorable peace the 
better.” 

This English language broad- 
cast, heard ‘vy the ministry of in- 
formation, came from a _ closely 
controlled station in the Italian 
capital and obviously was a fully 
authorized attempt to arouse Brit- 
ish and American sympathies. 

The Algiers radio broadcast a 
report, unconfirmed from any 
other source, that the Italian ‘leet 
had abandoned its [faranto base, 
presumably to withdraw into the 
Adriatic—a move which would 
not+-surprise British navy men. 
since the base lies only about 175 
miles from the pr ent fighting 
front. 

The Italian communique was 
less optimistic in tone than that

LONDON, Monday, Sept. 6.—(/) 
Russia’s Donets basin army cap- 
tured the mining city of Arte- 
movsk yesterday after killing or 
routing its German garrison .n 
bitter street fighting and also re- 
took 120 other localities in smash- 
ing nine-mile advances that put 
Red artillery only 15 miles from 
the big Axi. base of Stalino, the 
Russians said today. 

Stalino was reported in flames, 
an indication that the Germans 
were burning it and destroying in- 
stallations before abandoning that 
city, which had served as their 
southern headquarters. 

Captured Artemovsk is 42 miles 
north of Stalino. 

General Rodion Malinovsky’s 
troops first broke into the ‘“‘stub- 
bornly defended” city lying on the 
inner German rail network Satur- 
day night after capturing points 
on the north and south, said a 
Moscow broadcast communique re- 
corded here by the Soviet monitor. 
The Germans “had created large 
expanses of minefields and anti- 
tank obstacles at the approaches,”’ 
it added. 

In the swirling street battle that 
followed, some Axis troops surren- 
dered and others fled after suffer- 
ing “heavy losses,” Moscow said. 

‘One Rugsian group, presumably 
fhe one conver on Stalino to 
the south, killed 2,000 Germans 
during the day, and the commu- 


nique said a total of 8,400 enemy | 


troops were slain, and scores uf 
tarks, planes and guns were de- 
stroyed or captured on all fronts. 

Advances of four to nine miles 
were hammered out on the Kon- 
otop, Bryansk, and Smolensk 
fronts as the huge Russian mili- 
tary machine ground on westward 
through more than 250 villages to 
boost the Red army’s total bag to 
1,500 localities rewon in the last 
week. 

“A very important center of re- 
sistance,” which may be Baltutino, 


only 35 miles southeast of Smo-|. 


lensk, was captured on the central! 
front, where the Russians said the 
Germans “tried of all costs to stem 
the advance of our troops.” 

The communique also an- 
nounced the seizure of Khutor- 
Mikhaylovsky, rail junction 85 
miles south of Bryansk. The fall 
of this town and others gave the 
Red army a 70-mile-long grip on 
the Bryansk-Kiev artery above 
Konotop, northern Ukraine citadel 
which is menaced by Russian units 
attacking only 14 miles from the 
city.

Striking with paralyzing force, 
the Allied troops stormed ashore 
under cover of a smoke screen 
Saturday morning, after naval 
forces had prepared the way with 
a heavy bombardment. The Japa- 
nese apparently were caught un- 
awares. 


“In a co-ordinated ground, air 
and naval operation, our troops, in 
heavy force, have successfully 
danded on the coast northeast of 
Lae, cutting the enemy’s line of 
communication to Finschhafen and 
the north coast of New Guinea,” a 
commur ‘que said. 


“The movement was a complete 
surprise and the landing was made 
with little opposition. ... The 
movement to invest and isolate the 
Lae-Salamaua area is now under 
way.” 

Lae is one of the principa! Japa- 
nese bases in central New Guinea. 
It lies about 15 miles northw of 
Salamaua, where American and 
Australian troops gradually have 
been closing in on a strategic en- 
emy airdrome. 


Six hours arter the successful 
landing, the Allied protective air 
cover intercepted and dispersed 
an enemy formation of medium 
and dive bombers, escorted by 35 
fighters. 

There were few Allied casualties 
in the landing itself, but the Japa- 
nese air raid damaged two small 
Allied boats and caused some cas- 
ualties.

White Flags on Italian ‘Toe’ 
Like Nursery on Wash Day

(Delayed)—(AP)—It looked like wash-

Italian white flags began to blossom 
along the shore with the first light of day 
as the Allies began their invasion.

MARIETTA, Ga., Sept. 5.— 
Ralph McGill, editor of The Con-

The American soldiers certainly 
are adding to the cultural and ar- 
tistic life of England. 

What about share the rides in 
England? 

Swell, if you have a bicycle 
built for two or three or four. 

There isn’t any gas. You see 
one small car (Austin type) at a 
huge factory. But no more. What 
you do see is thousands of bi- 
cycles. 

They work 52 and 60 hours per 
week and then ride home on those 
bikes, There are hills over there, 


too. 
Bombings Go On. 

In most*every factory there are 
men and women who worked all 
through the blitz days and saw 
factories blown up and some of 
their friends killed. They still 
work with that threat over them. 
The enemy is just over there, 
never more than 30 minutes away. 

Are the blitz days over? 

Well, there isn’t a week that 
several persons aren’t killed by 
enemy bombs. In July 167 per- 
sons were killed and 265 wounded 
by German bombs. That is about 
the monthly average. Some towns 
—such as Hull and Dover—get 
attacks each week. Sometimes 
they get three or four. 

Highballs—$1 Each. 

There is no gas at all for ci- 
vilians and there isn’t much meat 
—six ounces a week. A highball, 
American size, costs $1 each and 
a glass of beer is 30 cents. The 
tax on movies is relatively the 
price of admission, usually a bit 
more. If your movie costs 40 
cents it would be about 90 cents 
in England. 

They work hard. They are a 
little tired because they have 
been in this war four years. But 
their hopes are higher and their 
spirits better than ever before. 
The women run baggage trucks 
at railway stations, work on trains, 
buses, farms. 

Some of us don’t get along with 
the English. I guess it’s because 
they are kin to us. Kinfolks al- 
ways quarrel. But you've got to 
take off your hat to them. They 
are in the war—everyone of them. 
And they have their chins up.

As_ Ensign 
Leonard and his mates fought to 
bring her under control another 
blast blew the freighter out of 
the water. Leonard found him- 
self struggling in the ocean, final- 
ly making his way to one of the 
three lifeboats in which 67 men 
had found refuge. 

Nursed by Natives. 

The boats made landfall on the 
African coast, 60 miles away, and 
natives fed the sailors fruit, gave 
them water, and later aursed 
them When every man came down 
with malaria. Word of their 
plight reached U. S. authorities 
and Army trucks were sent to 
haul .them to an airport. They 
flew home by clipper. It was En- 
sign Leonard’s first voyage. 

His second was as hazardous. 
This time, 15 miles otf Capetown, 
on May 28, the S. S. Agwimonte, 
also loaded with munitions, was 
blown up under him. In boats 
and life rafts 66 men made their 
way to safety at (1petown. 

After Ensign Leonard completes 
the war bond tour which brings 
him to Atlanta and other cities 
throughout the south, he goes to 
sea again. 

Personal Appearance. 

Leonard and his fellow heroes 
will make a personal appearance 
Wednesday night at Loew’s Grand 
and at the southern premiere of 
“Salute to the Marines,” a story of 
the Leathernecks starring Wallace 
Beery. 

The pick of the fighting men of 
all the services, the heroes, beside 
Leonard, are Raymond S. White, 
Coast Guard: Lester Eugene Scar- 
boro, Navy; Serreant Carl T. 
Hickman, Marines; Sergeant Vin- 
cent E. Boothe, Army, and Lieu- 
tenant John Lucas, Army Aijr 
Forces.

Employed Tact. 

The employes of this Ameri- 
can military-industrial installation 
were mostly the same Italian 
civilians who worked there for 
Mussolini in the prewar days of 
preparation, but there were also 
Greeks, Rumanians, Polish, Hun- 
garians, French, Czechs, Indians 
and natives. By the use of tact 
and fair labor relations Colonel 
Duke kept Allied and Axis citizens 
working together for Uncle Sam 
with incredibly little friction. 

“Asmara was an excellent ex- 
ample of Italy’s long-term prepara- 
tion for war in Africa,” Colonel 
Duke said yesterday at the At- 
lantic Ordnance depot.

Transferred to Tripoli. 


As Allied successes carried the 
war further north in Africa, As- 
mara arsenal lost some of its im- 
portance, and it was closed. Duke 
was transferred to the Libyan 
Service Command headquarters in 
Tripoli. As ordnance officer of 
this service command he was in 
Tunisia during the bitterest fight- 
ing there. 

He went to Africa in December, 
1941, with the United States mili- 
tary mission to North Africa, pro- 
ceeding directly to British head- 
quarters in Cairo. This mission 
was organized to advise the British 
on the maintenance and operation 
of American lend-lease equipment 
and also to observe the perform- 
ance and combat capabilities of 
this material. Duke was assigned 
to the mission because he was one 
of the ordnance department’s lead- 
ing experts on the General Grant 
tanks which were at that time the 
latest model. .

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Women for Industry 

It is the consensus of war industria] man- 
agement that the greatest difficulty, at this 
time, is that of keeping women workers on 
the job. The recent wave of unfounded opti- 
mism which has swept the country has, appar- 
ently, induced many women in war jobs to 
leave their posts and return to home life. 

In face of this regrettable situation, comes 
a statement from the War Man-Power Com- 
mission that approximately 900,000 additional 
women workers will be needed by July of next 
year. 

Many women are eager to do their full part 
in the winning of the.war and realize that 
they can best serve by working in the factories 
which produce the essential materiel of war. 
Women have proven themselves fully capable 
of handling most such jobs and, in many types 
of work, are superior to men. 

The fact that there is a higher proportion 
of absenteeism among women than among 
men workers is understandable and should 
not be held against them. Many women find 
it necessary to take a day or two, occasionally, 
for household duties which must be done. 

It is likewise understandable how many of 
these women workers wish to return to their 
normal, home life as soon as possible. It 
should impressed upon them all, however, 

the war js far from won, that it can still 
lost.and Ahat the greatest present threat 
to es that slackening in production, on 
the home front, that is bound to result if too 
many quit their war jobs. 

As for the 900,000 additional women work- 
ers needed, they will have to be drawn, in large 
proportion, from the ranks of women in the 
homes who, hitherto, have not contemplated 
accepting factory work. An intensive program 
of public education, both as to the need of 
those now working continuing on the job and 
of many as yet unemployed, finding war essen- 
tial work, is clearly indicated. 


The con gentry, too, must keep abreast 
of changing times. One in the west has re- 
finished the gold brick, he says, to resemble 
a meat loaf.

A Long, Hard Fight Ahead 

Despite the belief of state health officials 
that the turning point has been reached in 
Georgia’s war on venereal disease, it must not 
be imagined that eradication of syphilis is in 
sight. The same officials warned that it will 
take many years of education and treatment 
before we can hope to stamp out the plague. 

That it can be done, however, is proven by 
the experience of other countries which have 
succeeded in practically eliminating the disease 


in their populations. Outstanding examples of 


such success are to be found in the Scandi- 
navian countries. 

It will, of course, take longer to win this 
war in the United States than it did in the 
smaller countries. Until syphilis is conquered 
all over the nation, Georgia will always suffer 
under some incidence of the disease, brought 
in from other states even though there should 
be none in her own population. 

Open prostitution, the chief cause of the 
spread of syphilis, is today a thing of the past 
in this state, according to health officials. 
They credit this achievement to Army and 
police officials. There must be no return of 
open, commercialized prostitution if the gains 
made in the war on venereal disease are to be 
maintained. 

There are 266 clinics for treatment of the 
disease now in operation, with 45,000 cases 
under treatment this year. 

For the sake of the future generations of 
Georgians it is devoutly to be desired that the 
present warfare against this disease shall 
know no slackening, that there shall be no 
let-up by either health or police authorities 
until it can be classed with that growing list 
of physical scourges which belong only in the 
limbo of things that are past.

England’s Building Program 

The war has not yet been won, but already 
1,300 British experts are working on plans 
envisaging the construction of four million 
post-war homes to replace losses during the 
blitz and to improve general housing conditions 
in England. Architects, city planners and three 
ministers of the British government are en- 
gaged in the gigantic project which not only 
considers housing ‘facilities for multitudes of 
people, but replacement of business houses, 
churches, other public buildings and factories. 

Homes for the homeless must come first, 
one minister said, and they must be built 
during the first five or ten years after the 
peace. In addition, all citizens must be properly 
clad and fed, he added. It is apparent a great 
effort is to be made by the British govern- 
ment to insure that England's population will 
not return when the war ends to the “bad old 
days” that followed World War I. 

Great problems face these planners of a 
new England. In the building program there 
are the very practical impediments of short- 
ages. Isolated as she is from her former Euro- 
pean markets, England, is short of timber, 
bricks, cement, many metals and pre-fabrica- 
tion machinery. And because the war has 
first call on everything, there are other’short- 


“ages of man power, capital and facilities. 


One argument offered in the House of Com- 
mons is that a great building program when 
the war ends will absorb up to 1,500,000 work- 
ers as they are demobilized from the Army, 
thus helping solve the expected unemployment 
problem, and plans are being worked out with 
labor leaders to eliminate any trouble that 
may arise in that emergency. 

Another suggestion receiying favorable at- 
tention is adoption of the United States pay- 
rent-to-own plan as operated here by the — 
under which war-impoverished civilians w 
be helped by the government to own their own 
homes after the war.

Georgia Editors Say: 


WHY WAR GAS IS NOT USED 
(From The Albany Herald.) 


One of the reasons why gas has not yet been 
used by the Axis powers, to any great extent at 
least was given by a United States chemical of- 
ficer who recently returned from an advanced 
base in New Guinea, where he and his unit were 
ready to use gas if the Japanese forced it upon 
them. 

This chemical: officer is Colonel Burton D. 
Willis, who said that war gas is not a good tech- 
nical weapon unless its users have air supremacy, 
and with that there is no need for it. 

Make no doubt about it—if the Germans or 
the Japs thought they could win the war with 
gas they would not hesitate to use it. But they 
know, as Colonel Willis expressed it, that “we 
have a pretty long lead on the enemy in the way 
of individual protection in chemical warfare,” and 
he might have added that they know, too, that 
we have a long lead on them in the ability to 
give “gas for gas” should the time for doing so 
ever arrive. 

Our ability to make use of gas as a weapon 
of warfare, in other words, is the best possible 
defense against its use by the enemy. Being so 
well prepared, we are practically insured against 
the use of this terrifying weapon of war, probably 
for the duration.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
HOPKINS ON WAR LENGTH WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—-Be- 


cause he sits in the inner 
sanctum of the Roosevelt-Churchill war councils and is undoubtedly 
one of the best informed men in Washington, the prediction by 
Harry L. Hopkins that we cannot crush Germany and Japan before 
midsummer of 1945, two years hence, is de- 

serving of the fullest consideration. 

Writing in the current issue of the Ameri- 
can Magazine, Mr. Hopkins, a close friend and 
adviser to the President, presents carefully doc- 
umented arguments in support of his convic- 
tion that we are faced with two more years of 
hard fighting on the world battle fronts be- 
fore we can loox to final victory. 

“If we lose Russia,” Mr. Hopkins states, 
“the end is even more remote.” 

The Hopkins thesis, it may be said, repre- 
sents the conservative extreme of two diver- 
gent viewpoints on the probable length of the 
war. re 

| : Many or most of our old-line military lead- 
ers, those who are accustomed to think in terms of World War I 
tactics, hold, as Mr. Hopkins contends, that we yet have a long, 
hard road ahead of us. Despite the notable Allied victories achieved 
in recent months, it is insisted that the German military machine is 
a far ways from being broken. 

The more optimistic view, held chigfly by high-ranking Allied 
airmen, contends that the way is open for knocking Germany out 
of the war within a few months, once we are able to release the 
full flood. of air power that has been accumulated for the past year 


and a half. 

HOPKINS’ ARGUMENT To consider the Hopkins view first, 
his\arguments against expectations 

of an early victory may be summarized briefly as follows: 

“Industry in Europe is still functioning, just as English industry 
still functioned during and after Germany’s worst air raids. Nazi 
war production is thought to be down not much more than 10 
per. cent from raids and other causés. Germany,. though in a 
bad way, suffering critical shortages of oil and planes, still has 
enough supplies for maintaining her armiés and essential civilian 
needs.” ° 

The Nazis also have “adequate supplies of steel and aluminum. 
. » « Germany’s permanent military. casualties probably exceed 
3,000,000 men. ... But Germany can still keep her 10,000,000 men 
or so under arms,” due to the fact that “probably nearly 13,000,000 
foreigners are working in Germany today, not because they want 
to but because they have to... .” 

An important part of the conservative thesis, not developed fully 
by Mr. Hopkins, is that the Nazis are in more complete control in 
Germany than the Fascists were in Italy, and that the Nazis, 
realizing their necks are at stake, may be relied upon to fight until 
the bitter end. Hitler’s recent appointment of Himmler to watch 
over the home front is an indication of the precautions being taken 
against any possibility of a civilian revolt. 

By pullng in their forces from the far-extended Russian front 
and concentrating on fortifications around the homeland, the Ger- 
mans, it is claimed, could defend themselves indefinitely, even 
against the invasion army we are planning to lay down in Europe. 

That, in substance, represents the conservative Hopkins view- 
point. It is not to be discounted as too pessimistic. Things might 
well turn out that way. 


ON THE OTHER VIEW On the other hand, the argument of 

the more optimistic airmen is epito- 
mized by what happened at Hamburg. There thé second largest 
city in Germany was reduced to rubbish in seven days of con- 
certed air attack. 

Air Marshal Harris, of Britain, has stated that he could end 
the war in 30 days if given enough forces to send a thousand heavy 
bombers over Germany daily for that period. 

Conceding that that might be an overstatement. some of our 
own top-ranking American air officials have gone almost as far. 
Germany has only some 25 or 30 first-class cities. It is in these 
that the vast majority of German war and industrial production is 
centered. 

_ Our airmen hold that if these industrial centers are devastated 
in the manner of Hamburg, Germany will be forced out of the 
war for lack of equipment to keep her armies going, regardless of 
whether home morale were able to stand up under the destruction. 

Applied to this country, it would be equivalent to bombing raids 
destroying New York, Detroit, Chicago, Cleveland, Dayton, Buffalo, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, Boston, St. 
Louis, Kansas City and a dozen other of our principal cities. How 
we could stand up under such a blow no one knows. 

_ But no one believes that German morale would be able to survive 
air attacks on this scale. Even if the Hitlerite army were left 
intact, the people simply would refuse to carry on, the airmen say.

MR. HARTSFIELD GOES TO WASHINGTON Having read

or William B. Hartsfield was in Washington trying to get some Army 

help on making the Atlanta airport one which would fit the needs 

of the future and assure Atlanta a place in the postwar development, 
Ll listened in vain for what should have been 
a spontaneous responge from council and other 
municipal officials. 

After all, the city council of Atlanta must 
do the job. It ought to be taking the lead in 
such matters. To date no member of council 
has come forward with an enthusiastic word 
in favor of the plan. 

It will be interesting to watch the next meet- 
ing and see if there is complete support of it. 

. It is odd how some few men run for office, 
receive a majority of the votes, and then de- 
vote most of their thinking to any device which 
will embarrass the administration—instead of 
to measures which would make Atlanta a bet- 
ter city and one with an even greater future 
than it possesses, 

I think it may be said for Mayor Hartsfield 
that he has been a good public servant; that he 
has devoted himself to the best interests of the 

city. I have not always agreed with him and do not expect always 
to do so. I would not expect others always to agree. 

But, by the same token, a citizen might expect honest and above- 
board disagreement and not introduction of grudge ordinances and 
measures calculated only to embarrass. The man -is able and 
articulate and the mere fact that he is seems to anger some. His 
record shqws no measure hostile to the city’s interests. 

He now has, without any help or encouragement, gone to Wash 
ington after aid for the airport improvements. 

It is fair to ask what is going on in other cities. 

“Trends,” a weekly digest of economic 


IN OTHER CITIES 
developments and tendencies, reports as 


follows on the world transportation picture as a whole, and con- 
cludes: 
“Here at home, the big battle of America’s inland cities for 
leadership in world air line traffic is under way. Chicago has 
torn away a railroad spur to make its municipal airport the coun- 
try's biggest. Nearby is a Douglas Aircraft testing field which is 
even larger. Chicago hopes to take it over after the war. Within 
a 50-mile radius, 72 smaller airports are proposed. Chicagoans 
picture their city as the hub of the postwar world, with sky 
traffic fanning out to Europe and Asia via Arctie routes. In the 
face of Chicago's bid for air eminence, the twin cities of Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul have dropped their traditional rivalry and 
are making common cause. The Wold-Chamberlain field serving 
that area already occupies more than 700 acres, and Twin Cities 
planners have asked the War Department to cede 100 more acres 
from the Fort Snelling reservation. One new Wold-Chamberlain . 
runway will be 9,300 feet long. Also bidding actively for post- 
war air traffic are Kansas City, St. Louis, Des Moines and 
Omaha. All these projects have one thing in common. . They 
call for speedways to the field and complete networks of feeder 
airports. *Blueprints also outline shopping and residential dis- 
tricts for airport employes, automobile parking areas, aircraft 
private passenger planes. Behind all these preparations, of 
course, is the expectation that new industries will graviate after 
the war to points where air facilities are most convenient.” 
Those things are going on with the complete support of the 
city governments and the thorough support of all other agencies. 
The last act of our council was encouraging. It refused to juggle 
money earmarked for city improvement to allow for political spend- 
ing of that money. We may hope that a real majority of council 
has made up its mind to have done with pettiness and to work for 


Atlanta. We need to go on from there. 

LET US BE FRANK If Mayor Hartsfield does not have the 
help of all of us; if we are not able to 

work out a plan for our airport and, to help’ our neighbors with 

their own airport developments, some other city will take away 

our future. ”

southeast. Miami grabbed it. 

Today the records show that of all the people to depart from 
the United States (not including soldiers) more than 51 per cent 
left from Miami. 

Tampa could have had it. 

It is well to keep in mind that a shift of 100 miles or more makes 
little difference in the development of an air center. We could 
lose leadership in our area very easily. 

The mayor sees it. The city governments of Omaha, Des 
Moines, Minneapolis, and larger cities such as Kansas City, St. Louis 
and Chicago, see it. 

They are already planning runways 9,000 feet long, airports 
which can take on the expansion and the great planes of the future. 
They are working together, 

And here at home? 

Well, I'll telb you. The reason I am doing this article is because 
I met last week a member of Atlanta's city government and I asked 
him what he thought of the mayor's visit and what chance he had 
of getting help. 

“Oh, he’s just up there showing off,” he said. 

It completes the picture. I think it is a time for frankness; The 
people ought to keep a close watch on subsequent developments and 
meetings of our city government. Who is for Atlanta and who 
for himself?

What 
the Russians did the Germans can do, if they have the will. And 
where is any sign of collapse? 

They can hold us up indefinitely if they are willing to die, and 
we are willing to waste time to avoid, wasting lives. 

Doing it the slow way might not matter, except by adding 
some billions to our debt, if the Germans were our only enemies. 
But every hour of delay plays into. the hands of the Japs. 

Even the most optimistic officials concede that the Japs, if 
given five years to exploit the resources of conquered lands, will 
be almost unbeatable. 

The Japanese people are taught to expect a 100-year war. They 
expect nothing but warfare the rest of their lives. And we know 
they quit only when they are dead. 

To those who relax in hope of an early and easy victory, there 
is one answer: “God forgive them, for they know not what they do.”

International Peace, said today 
that to the four freedoms “here 
must certainly be added a fi*th— 
the freedom of individual enter 
prise ... which ts the must im. 
portant of all.” 

In his annual lecture at the Par 
rish Memoiia!l Art museum ere 
Butler asserted that “given the 
fifth freedum then the ther four 
freedoms take their place as art 
of the life of every free man. It 
recognizes that the individual hu 
man body, the individual human 
intellect and the indivicua! human 
soul are the fundamental and the 
moving and guiding forces in any 
form of true civilization.” 

Adding that no person should

went in the tong months of train 
ing in the United Kingdom.

The first Allied sappers got

a. m. or later. 

Reggio Calabria, the picturesque 
modern seaside metropolis of Cala- 

ria province, was taken at 9 a. 
m. with hardly a shot figed. 

I can testify that an invasion is 
a cinch when you control the sea 
and air. 

I hitch-hiked from Sicily to 
Italy this morning in an American 
made “duck,” thanks to the kind- 
ness of Captain Frank Speir, of 
West Hampton Beach, Long Iis- 
land, N. Y., who waved me regally 
from a beach below Messina to a 
seai atop ammunition cases in one 
of the Eighth Army’s “amphibious 
trucks.” 

“I was over tc Italy about 5 
a.m. and I’m going over again be- 
fore noon,” he said. “Fancy two 
trips to Italy between breakfast 
and tunch.” 

Speir, an engineer in the Allied 
emplLibious ‘ommand, obviously 
marveled himself at the seagoing 
efficiency of the Detroit-manufac- 
tured “ducks” which rolled ih un 
broken columns from a_ Sicilian 
highway into the wind-crinkled 
surf, and churned off in lines miles 
long toward the European shore. 

Seaguing Trucks. 

“The tall long six- vheeled boat 
trucks car:y about four tons of 
cargo, including jeeps, and aver- 
age six knots in a moderate sea,” 
he explained. 

Speir, wearing a floppy canvas 
hat, khaki shorts and tennis 
shoes, climbed aboard another 
“duck” and, with a Royal Navy 
motorboat in the lead like a moth- 
er goose, my craft started me on 
the quickest and pleasantest voy- 
age I ever made to Europe. 

A Royal Navy noncom directed 
operations by a public address 
system ashore until we got out 
of earshot, our propeller churn 
ing white froth and the sun cov- 
erine the Blue strait with dancing 
lights 

Remember, this is only four 
hours after the invasion began. 
The only evidences of armed ac- 
tion were American and British 
guns firing at long range across 
the channel from Sicily. Far to 
the south heavy British warships 
were pummeling a few, Italian 
targets, but this action on the 
rim of the horizon seemed unreal 

Despite continual swells our 
“duck” shipped no water and the 
skipper displayed confidence akin 
to that of Columbus. 

The returning “duck” skippers 
shouted the good news that not 
only Reggio but San Giovanni 
were already captured. 

In less than two hours we pull- 
ed in beside a big landing ship 
and our truck hurried up wire 
matting on the Italian sand just 
on the outskirts of Reggio Cala- 
bria. 

The dusty faces of Italian pris- 
oners broke into wide grins and 
they made the “V” sign as they 
passed me. 

In a requisitioned seaside farm- 
house I visited a field dressing 
station where the only battle cas- 
ualty was a British Tommy who 
had acridentally shot himself in 
the foot. 

“Only two enemy shells are re- 
ported to have landed on this 
beach during our first assault,” 
gaid a medical lieutenant. “TI un- 
Gerstand there are a couple of 
dead in this area, but I haven't 
seen them. So far as I know our 
troops here didn’t lose a man.” 

A maior said he was just adout 
to move inland in order to keep 
up with the swift progress. Tie 
words were hardly out of his 
mouth when the scream of a div- 
ine plane and fire of proind hat- 
teries moda al! the cteff hit dirt.

He and his two 
sergeants had one of the narrow- 
est escapes in the battalion when, 
their jeep. (which they’d abandon- 
ed for a magnificent ditch about 
two seconds before) got a direct 
hit from an “88” and blew all to 
pieces. The sergeants were Mar- 
tin Quintana who used to be a ma- 
chinist for the Santa Fe at Albu- 
querque, and John W. Trujillo, of 
Socorro. 

A similar narrow escape hap- 
pened to Captain Ben Billups, of 
Alamagordo, N. M., a few days 
later when his brand-new amphibi- 
ous jeep which he’d had just one 
day, was hit and burned up. 
would have been with him if I 
hadn’t got sick and gone to the 
hospital that morning.

This New Mexi- 
co bunch misses more than any- 
thing, I believe, the Spanish dishes 
they are accustomed to in that part 
of the country. 

Their folks occasionally 
them cans of chilli and peppers, 
and they have a minor feast.

Nazis Say Landing 


In France Foiled 


LONDON, Sept. 5.—(#)—The 
German radio asserted today with- 
out Allied confirmation that Brit- 
ish Commandos had attempted a 
landing Friday night on the tiny 
island of Ushant, just off the west- 
ernmost point of the Atlantic coast 
of France. 

Berlin declared the attack was 
beaten off after a single vessel had 
reached the beach.

An immediate and thorough con-
